DETAILED ACTION 

1. Claims 1-3 and 5-27 are pending, wherein claims 1, 2 and 17 are currently amended, 
claims 22-26 are withdrawn from consideration and claim 4 is cancelled. 

2. The previous rejection of claims 1-3, 5-10, 13-17, 19-21 under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as 
being anticipated by Stephens, Jr. ('301) are withdrawn as a result of the amendments to claims 
1. The previous rejection of claims 11, 12, 18 and 27 under 35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Stephens, Jr. ('301) in view of Reduction and Sintering of Fluxed Iron Ore 
Pellets-A Comprehensive Review is withdrawn as a result of the amendments to claim 1 . 



Allowable Subject Matter 
3. Claims 1-3, 5-21 and 27 are allowed. The following is a statement of reasons for the 
indication of allowable subject matter: the closest prior art is Celada-Gonzoles et at (US 

5,858,057). However, independent claim 1, from which all the other claims depend, is 
distinguished from the prior art of record through the claim limitations, "a first promoter material 
effective to promote the reduction of said metal-oxygen compound, the first promoter material 
comprising a first promoter metal and/or a compound of a first promoter metal" and the 
associated limitation of "second reaction stage is performed at a temperature of at most 900° C," 
which is lower than what Celada teaches.
